Perhaps you have all but 
forgotten that you had the ‘Flu and the symp- 
toms which you are now exepriencing you may 
mistakenly ascribe to the onset of some entirely 
new disease. I find that these symptoms are 
extremely disturbing to the patient because he 
so seldom attributes them 
fluenza so easily mistakes them as being 
due to a serious*disorder. 

The principal complication resulting from 
Influenze is a chronic bronchitis, marked by a 
persistent cough. Usually, the patient com- 
plains of the cough and also complains of feel- 
ing tired and weak.

QUESTION: T. L. D. writes: “I have been 
aware for some time that I have constipation. 
I do not seem to find any permanent help. I note 
that many doctors recommend inergasing the 
exercise when this condition persists, but this

is hard for me, as I work sitting down all day 
and my only exercise is walking half a block 
for lunch.” 

ANSWER: If you wish to overcome the ten- 
dency to sluggish elimination then it will be 
necessary to change your schedule in some way 
so that you obtain vigorous exercise each day. 
If your work precludes exercise, then it will be 
necessary that you exeicise early in the morn- 
ing, or in the evening. Faulty elimination is un- 
doubtedly overcome more rapidly through walk- 
ing than from any other single exercise. There- 
fore, it would be an excellent plan for you to 
form the habit of walking daily. However, 
exercises which strengthen the important mus- 
cles over the abdomen, are also helpful. Now 
that the summer season is coming, perhaps you 
will find it possible to swim, hike, play tennis 
or golf, row a boat, or to take up some other 
activity which will make exercising enjoyable 
to you. When the abdominal musculature is 
flabby and lacking in tone, it is difficult to over- 
come constipation unless these muscles are made 
firm and hard through activity. I concede that 
one of the greatest problems of today is this 
problem of how to get enough vigorous exercise 
while engaged in office work. However, if you 
determine to do it, it can be done and you are 
the one who will reap the benefit. tn addition 
to adopting an exercising program, also plan 
to include in your diet, a greater amount of 
cooked and raw vegetables. The vegetables will 
supply the bulk so necessary to the intestinal 
tract.
